saved is ;i penny earned." the idea 
being, that any little cost you could 
trim down, no tnntter how trifling, 
was cash in the old sock. 


What the colonial sage forgot to 


mention was that you've got to be 
careful about the big items, too ,if 
you want the thrift to stick. It's thrif- 
ty to save a nickel on street car 
fare, but 
what good 
is it if you 


decide to take a taxicab instead? 


That's what Congress is up against 


now. Practically all of the economies 
made in the 1940 budget by a per- 
spiring House appear doomed to de- 
duction in the Senate. Professional 
cynics, who yawned a few weeks 


. ago when everybody in Washington 


was making fervent pledges to Cut 
Down to the Bone, are now muttering 
"I told you so." It's all due to a 
Simple malheninUjca! 
formula 
that 


sometimes seems so complicated: If 
you add as much as you subtract, 
you wind up with the same 
total 


you had in the first place. 


Nearly half of the 5460.000,000 ex- 


cess appropriations requested in the 
budget had been 
trimmed by the 


House before the Agriculture Appro- 
priations bill reached the Senate. Af- 
ter 
completing action 
on 
amend- I 


ments. the bdl stood ready for. pas- I 
sage with its full totaL-of $923,000.000—! 
an increase of nearly $209,000.000 over 
the bill as it was trimmed in the 
House, and S202.000.000 above budget 
estimates. 


The result 
will 
be that, instead 


of clipping off most of the 5460,000,- 
000 excess for defense appropriations. 
Congress may either have to borrow 
more money or figure out new ways of 
raising it. And because new taxes 
leave a ba dtc=»e in the mouth dur- 
ing an ejects.! campaign, it may 
be necessary to get the additional 
funds by increasing the national debt, 
which is getting dangerously 
close 


to the 
-if) billion-dollar statutory li- 


mit. 


- W h a t ever was done to the farm 


bill may have been necessary or de- 
sirable. There may be better places 
to econmoize, and, perhaps, before 
Congress places its final seal of ap- 
proval on the budget, those places 
tvill have been found. - 


The point is that Congress must 


reconcile itself to one of three things: 
a higher national debt, more taxes 
or economy in government. It would 
be nice to know in advance which 
it's going to be. 


If Congress can't trim expenses, it 


might be bettar if there wasn't quite 
so much economy noise early in the 
season.

There are three interesting reasons 


fo;- this, eaih of which shows how 
the U. S. has changed in some im- 
portant ways. 


We eat less because of electricitv 


and gasoline. Electricity docs work 
in factories and homes and 
farms 


which used 
to make people deve- 


lop man-sized appetites. Gasoline pow 
er has taken the place of fowl-power 
in walking and man-power in farm- 
ing, 
and quite naturally*" cuts down 


the demands for food. 


Then, consider the effects of the 


larger portions of older people in our 
population. Oidcr persons need Ires 
food than younger stomachs. Today, 
for instance, we have around ten 
million more people older than 45 
than we did in 1920; this cuts con- 
siderably into the pounds of food 
eaten by the average person. 


In addition, we must blame the 


women folks. bies,s'em. Ever since th- 
first World War, they have bcecn 
striving to have a slender, boyish 
figure. Most of the fair sex has been 
working at this, and mam- of them 
have succeeded. Dr.-Louis [ Durbin 
recently reported 
that the average 


woman is today several pounds Ight- 
er than 
in previous decades, and 


their dieting must be given credit 
for part of this. 


That is-how electricity and gaso- 


line, the increasing older folks, and 
styles in women's figures have lowered 
food consumption and caused head- 
aches for farmers and food process- 
ors. The 100 pounds less food eaten 
a year does not mean that people 
are going hungry and unfed, but sim- 
ply that they are not as hungry as 
they used to be. A growing boy. how- 
ever can still eat the family' out of 
house and home.
